The Pope has refused 
to interfere, however, giving as his reason that 
itis not his province to interfere in the political 
affairs of other countries. He has, he says, re- 
quested the Irish Bishops to keep within the 
limits of the law, and to endeavor to maintain 
peace and quiet.

The election in this city and State will 
take place on the 2d of November. Being 
a State election, the law provides for the 
registration of voters. Though all persons 
who voted at the last November election are 
considered registered in the precincts in 
which they then voted, it must be remem- 
bered that the number and boundaries of 
many of the voting precincts have been 
changed, and hence a substantially new reg- 
istration will be required. As the vote of 
the city will in all probability be much 
greater than at any previous election, voters 
will find it greatly to their convenjence to 
have their names registered. 

At the registry held last Tuesday buta 
small proportion of the voters attended and 
had their names entered on the poll-books of 
their precincts. There will be another op- 
portunity for registration on Tuesday, Oct. 
26: the books will be open at each pre- 
cinct polling-place from 8 a. m. until 9 p. m., 
and voters should be certain to take that last 
opportanity to have their names recorded. 

It must be remembered that, though the 
election of Garfield is now beyond all reason- 
able question or doubt, the duty and the 
privilege of voting are none the less necessary 
and obligatory. The Democrats now mainly 
depend on the overconfidence of the Repub- 
licans; they are even looking forward in In- 
diana tothe failure of seven or eight thou- 
sand Republicans to vote in November, under 
the impression that their votes are not 
needed. 

No Republican in Illinois should be de- 
ceived by the belief that his vote will 
not be needed. His vote will count as well 
if the aggregate majority in the State be 
40,000 as if that majority be only 10,000, 
Every voter. however, is of direct value in 
determining the result in the county, or in 
some legislative or Commissioner’s district, 
and in some of these districtsa few votes 
may have an important effect. It is possible 
for the Republicans by a full vote to elect 
two Representatives in all but oneof the 
legisiative districts of this county, and itis 
possible by the loss of a few votes in each 
district to lose five or six of these Represent- 
atives. There are three Senators and twen- 
ty-one Representatives to be elected tnis 
year. Three Republicans and one Commu- 
nist Senator hold over. The election of four- 
teen Kepublican Representatives, which 
is possible, and three Senators . will 
probably determine the poi‘tical character of 
the next General Assembly That Assembly 
will have the important duty of districting 
the State both for the Legislature and for 
Congress, which division is to stand for 
ten years; hence the great importance of 
the legislative election this fall. 

The people of this city have also to elect 
four members of the County Board,—a body 
of men whose powers and functions are of 
great concern to the taxpayers of the county. 
Itis our local Legislature: and when the 
Democrats had control of it it levied and 
spent more taxes than the Legislature of 
Illinois. That Board was essentially purified 
a year ago, and itdepends upon a full vote in 
November whether the old, corrupt mana- 
gers shall be restored to its control again or 
not. The Democratic candidates for Com- 
missioners, with one exception, belong to the 
old, tax-eating, profligate crowd of bum- 
mers, who are longing and aching to get into 
the Treasury once more. 

Never in the history of political parties in 
this State has there been a list of cand 
dates, with one or two exceptions, so well 
recommended by fitness and character as 
those presented by the Republican County 
Convention. All that is required to elect 
these reputable candidates is, that there shall 
be a full vote of the Republicans. The best 
of candidates cannot be elected if the voters 
are indifferent or apathetic¢. 

Of no less importance is the election of the 
four additional Judges of the Supreme Court. 
These officers are to be elected for six years, 
and every citizen should take a personal in- 
terest in securing the best possible Judges 
who are to administer the law in this county. 

Last but not the least in importance are 
the candidates for State offices,—Governor, 
Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer, and 
Attorney-General. The Republican party 
first elected State officers in IIlinols at 
the election in 1856, and the administration of 
the State Government has, during the twenty- 
four years that have passed, been unstained 
by any misconduct, and has been eminent for 
the integrity and ability which have marked 
its history. No purer or abler State Gov- 
ernments have ever been known in any State 
of the Union than those which have been in 
office in Illinois since January, 1857. Gov. 
Cullom was elected in 1876, and is a candi- 
date for reélection. There has not been 
a breath of objection to his official 
conduct, and it is due to him that his faith- 
tul service should be rewarded by a general 
vote for him. An especial effort is making 
to defeat him by the election of Mr. Lyman 
Trumbull. This fact should serve as an ad- 
ditional reason why every Republican voter 
in the county should go to the polls and vote 
in November. 

The coming election, therefore, in this 
county has direct as well as general im- 
portance, There is no Republican objecticoa 
to Garfield and Arthur, and no Republican 
should neglect to vote for them. Their ma- 
jority may be made 40,000 or more, if there 
be a full turnoutof voters. The State ticket, 
the judicial ticket, the county ticket, and the 
legislative ticket all have too much im- 
Portance for any voter to absent himself 
from the polls. The duty, therefore, is to 
register, and, being registered, to vote on 
election-day; this duty being performea, 
there need be no apprehension as to the 
result in this county or in this State. 
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Tue Board of Education has closed the 
controversy with the Public Library Board 
by overriding its equities and leasing the old 
Post-Office property to the First National 
Bank for seventy years.

Board is complete, and the pretense 
that it has secured any privilege to the 
Library is unfounded. The property is 
leased to the bank with the condition that 
the two upper @oors be rented to the 
Library, but no limitation is placed on 
the amount of rent which the bank 
may demand, and that institution, treat- 
ing. the affair purely as a matter 
of business, proposes, it is reported, to 
exact of the Library $10,000 a year. The 
bank is to pay a rent on à valuation which 
will equal $18,000 a year, to expend, it is 
said, $100,000 on the building, to occupy the 
ground floor for Its own business, and to rent 
the third and fourth stories to the Library.

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“HANCOCK AND TRUMBULL.” 

A meeting was held at Farwell Hall last 
night, called, as the posters announced, by 
the friends of Hancock and Trumbull.” It 
appears that this did not mean that Judge 
Trumbull had been substituted on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket for Bill English, but meant 
simply that the meeting was to be addressed 
by Judge Trumbull in his own behalf and 
incidentally in behalf of Hancock. En- 
glish’s name was studiously ignored during 
the entire meeting, 

Judge Trumbuil spoke for an hour and a 
half. professedly in reply to Secretary Sher- 
man, but substantially repeating the speech 
he has been making all over the State, and 
which has become familiar from constant 
iteration. The fundamental theory of the 
speech was to the effect that the Republican 
party, since he left it, is nothing more nor 
less than an enormous lie,“ and this epi- 
thet he rolled out many times during the 
evening. 

The position of the two parties on the 
question of the nature of the Government, as 
stated by Mr. Sherman, was controverted by 
Judge Trumbull, who since his experience 
before the people has concluded to expound 
the State-rights doctrine of the Democratic 
party in a mitigated form, and represent it 
as nearly that of the Republican party as 
possible. He quoted the resolution of the Re- 
publican National Convention which was held 
in Chicago in 1800, and which nominated 
Mr. Lincoln, to the effect that to the several 
States belonged exclusively the right to 
regulate and control their own domestic 
institutions; and he claimed that this doc- 
trine had been abandoned by that party, who 
now proposed to make the National Govern- 
ment a centralized despotism by the usurpa- 
tion ef all powers heretofore recognized as 
belonging to the several States. The Txrip- 
UNE has repeatedly pointed out that 
the resolution of the Republicans at their 
Convention in 1860 had exclusive reference 
to the institution of slavery, and that its pur- 
pose was to disclaim for the party anz inten- 
ten to use the Gen Government to 
stroy or interfere With Slavery in any Sta 
where it existed. That was fully undefstood 
by the country at thattime. There was no 
pretense nor allegation that the Republican 
party had any desigu or purpose to interfere 
with any other domestic institution in any 
of the States. Nevertheless, that resolution 
in terms represented the general sentimeut 
of the Republican party at that time no more 
truly than it does atthistime. There is no 
Republican party of this day, not even a 
fraction ef the Republican party, nor any of 
its statesmen, leaders, nor of its press, which 
proposes or advocates any measure to 
take from any State the exclusive power 
to regulate and control its own domestic 
institutions. No measure having such a 
purpose is now pending or intended by the 
Republican party. During the War, slavery 
was abolished by an amendment to the Na- 
tional Constitution. That was as much a 
necessity of the War as was the killing of 
men in battle No one now ques 
tions its wisdom or its necessity, Dur- 
ing and immediately following the War 
there was legislation made necessa- 
ry by the condition of the country 
resulting from the War, the most if not all of 
which was framed and supported by Judge 
Trumbull himself. All of this legislation 
preceded 1870, up to which date Judge 
Trumbull claims that the Republican party 
was pure, honest, and devoted to the sound 
principles which he is now advocating as a 
Democratic candidate. Judge Trumbull ut- 
terly failed, however, to name or cite 
one single act or measure proposed, 
enacted, or advocated by the Republican 
party having for its effect or purpose 
to take from any State the exclusive right to 
regulate and control its own domestic Insti- 
tutlous. No instance of any such inter- 
ference, actual or attempted, was men- 
tioned by Judge Trumbull, though he was 
profuse in his denunciations of the Repub- 
lican purpose to make the National Govern- 
ment “a centralized despotism.” 

Judge Trumbull attempted some criticism 
of the Republican management of the 
finances, but his argument dragged heavily. 
He wound up this branch of his speech by 
claiming for a Democratic Congress the 
glory of having restored the silver dollar 
which he in 1873 had voted to demonetize. 

Judge Trumbull closed his speech with a 
fervid vindication of that plank in the Dem- 
ocratic platform demanding a tariff for 
revenue only.” in so doing he held up the 
doctrine of protection to ridicule, pointing 
out what he pronounced to be its fallacies, 
and its injustice and its injuries to American 
workingmen. He claimed that with the elec- 
tion of Hancock and a Democratic Congress 
to act in harmony with him, the Democratic 
party would reform the tariff by reducing the 
taxation to a revenue standard. 

MANCOCK’S TARIFF LETTER. 

Presidential candidates who have fallen 
into the sere and yellow leaf usually testify 
to the factin some public manner. Horace 
Greeley, when his case was hopeless, made 4 
desperate effort to retrieve his fortunes in a 
series of public speeches. Mr. Hancock, be 
ing in a similar position, has adopted the 
vocation of a complete letter- writer. Before 
the Indiana election he seemed to be losing 
ground on account of Southern claims. He 
promptly disowned sympathy with such 
claims, though it was well known that in so 
doing he struck at a principle dear to the 
hearts of his Southern supporters. Since 
the Indiana ejection he has been led 
to believe that the crushing defeat 
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‘sagacity or firmness, From the Democratic 


point of view it must be considered a de- 
plorable blunder. For it is, above all else, a 
confession that the Democratic party is under 
suspicion—or, more literally, under convic- 


were true, which is not the fact, 


that the Republicans carried Indiana 


on the Tariff issue alone, how ean Gen. Han- 
cock’s abandonment of the Cincinnati plat- 
form help his party? It is equivalent to a 
formal surrender of Indiana to the Repub- 
licans. The Democratic campaign was 
fought out there till the end in defense of 
the “ Tariff for revenue only” doctrine of 
the Cincinnati platform. By advancing a 
contrary doctrine Gen. Hancock merely 
throws the chief principle of his own party 
overboard, and offers his opponents nothing 
that they do not possess already. 

If the letter 18, as seems probable, intended 
for effect in New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Pennsylvania, it will utterly fail of its pur- 


| pose, Gen. Hancock can, if he chooses, spit 


upon and cast off the platform of the party 
which nominated him; but he cannot alter 
the record or character of the party itself, 
nor blot out from its declaration of princi- 
ples the last clause of the third resolution: 
“ A tariff for revenue only.” Humiliating as 
the concession is which Mr. Hancock offers 
to the Protectionist wing of his party, 
he still offers far less than 
his opponents. The Democratic party 
as a whole, spite of anything Gen. Hancock 
may say to the contrary, is pledged to “a 
tariff for revenue only: while the Repub- 
livan party “ affirms the belief that the duties 
levied for the purpose of revenue should so 
discriminate as to favor American labor.” 
With the issue thus distinctly made, the 
manufacturers and mechanics of the East 
cannot fora moment hesitate between the 
two parties, while the Free-Traders of In- 
diana and IIIinois, finding then®elves 
deserted by their own chosen leader, may 
well refuse to follow his standard in ahother 
fight. 

But the letter of Gen. Hancock is some- 
thing more than a blunder. It is cowardly 
and insincere. The desperation of so ex- 
traordinary a manifesto, repudiating the 
party platform scarcely two weeks before 
the election, will béapparent to the dullest 
mind. The Democratic candidate says, in 
effect: “Certain Republican citizens in In- 
diana object to my principles; very well, 1 
abandon those principles.“ It would appear 
that the voters of Indiana castigated not 
merely Mr. Hancock’s ambition, but 
also his conscience, and nearly killed 
both. If any opinions of his or his 
party stand in the way of his elevation 
to the Presidency he will most cheerfully 
sacrifice them. He will rip the Cincinnati 
platform to pieces and make kindling-wood 
of the fragments, if that will helpto make 
him President. He will believe or disbelieve, 
avow or disavow, affirm or deny anything 
which will help te bolster up his doomed and 
failing cause. 

In the short sgace of three months Han- 
cock has assumed three distinct and irrecon- 
cilable positions on the Tariff question. In 
his letter of acceptance he averred that he 
cordially subscribed to the principles of the 
Cincinnati platform, among which was in- 
cluded that of a tariff for revenue only. 
Just before the October election he said, 
in a letter to the editor of the Paterson 
(N. J.) Guardian, that he regarded the Tariff 
as a local issue, in this, too, imitating poor 
Horace Gréeéley, who proposed to relegate it 
to the Congressional districts’”’ Now Mr. 
Hancock comes out squarely as a bellever in 
Protection. All of these opinions cannot be 
genuine, or else Hancock is incapable of 
thinking connectedly on an economic sub- 
ject. 

And this is the man who, it was said, had the 
courage and the wisdom to control his own 
party if it shouid be put in pos 
session of the Government! He was 
to be the sole bulwark between 
the Public Treasury and the Solid South. To 
him we were confidently to look for a de- 
fense of the results of the War and the credit 
of the Government against the assaults of 
the disloyal and dishonest menin his own 
party. The people have double reason to be 
grateful, since this special revelation of Mr. 
Hancock’s weakness and want of principle, 
that the administration of the Government 
for the next four years is not to be intrusted 
to him. 


CITY FACES AND COUNTRY FACES. 

The London Spectator in a recent issue 
takes up a curious subject for study—name- 
ly: the formation of city faces, and how city 
life affects faces as compared with country 
lite. It assumes that the human countenance 
when exposed for any length of time to the 
influence of city life undergoes great modifi- 
cations, as is seen by a comparison of city 
faces with country faces. The latter, in- 
fluenced by the freedom and solitude of 
country life, are less restrained and indrawn, 
and the contours ef the face. such as the out- 
lines of the cheeks, the lips, and the region 
of the eyes, are left at liberty to expand nat- 
urally, while in the city these contours are 
almost always indrawn. The ac- 
counts for this indrawing in two ways. Men 
come together in cities for the purpose of 
money-getting, and money-getting involves a 
conflict. In this conflict every man has to 
fight for himself, and to fight every other 
man. Even the most honest man in business 
bas to guard against others by the practice of 
dissimulation, and by never showing his real 
self to his fellows. His existence, therefore, 
is contradictory. His heart and soul prompt 
one course and he follows another. The re- 


| suit of this living of two contradictory lives 


is thus stated: 

So long as the body simply puts itself in ac- 
cord with the spontaneous impuises of the inner 
spirit, the wear-and-tear of it is — — 
trifling; but as soon as it begins to act independ- 
ently, or in opposition to those inner prompt- 
ings. the traces begin to manifest themselves. 
Of the general character of these traces we 
bave already spoken; the reining-in of the 
mouth makes furrows in the cheeks where 
Nature intended no furrows to be: the inscruta- 
bility of the eyes is attained at the cost of 
wrinkles which are unknown to the most vener- 
able savage. A certain idity gradually set- 
tles upon the features, and the scope and varie- 
ty of expression become limited: because, the 
face havi grown accustomed to the contra- 
diction rather than to the declaration of wnat is 
within, and one form of contradiction servi 
for many varieties of declaration, the range of 
—1 movements naturally is circum- 


In the second place, there are certain phys- 
ical conditions of city life which have an 
effect upon the face. The impression of 
every person unaccustomed to city life is 
one of excitement combined with a constant 
sense of danger, The hurrying throngs, the 
crowded streets, the din of strange noises, 
the street cries, the dense crowds of unfa- 
miliar faces, the dangers that lurk in his 
path at almost every step, the mysterious 
alleys and by-ways in which he sees strange, 
repuisive faces, the sudden gatherings and 
dispersals of crowds, engines tearing madly 
through the streets, and a thousand and one 
other things that make up the panorama of 
city life, keep the stranger in a constant

the winds burn it, but body and soul are 
acting together, and the countryman leads 
one life. Everything about him tends. to re- 
pose. There isa feeling of rest in the hills, 
and vales, and streams, in ali the sights and 
sounds of Nature, and there is no sense of 
danger in bis surroundings, and, as the Spec- 
tater says, we let our faces alone, 80 to say; 
our sensuous organization fulfills its normal 
function of reaching outwards in quest oi Im- 
pressions: itis never put upon its defense, 
never compelled to transform itself from a 
channel of communication with the outward 
world into a buckler against such communi- 
cation.” When we speak of the struggle of 
life we always mean the struggle in cities. 
There is no struggle of life in the country. 
There may be a struggle for life such as is 
involved in physical labor of a hard kind, 
but it is natural, harmonious, restful in its 
outcome, and merely the fulfillment of a 
great and healthy law of being. In cities 
this lite is all struggle, and the struggle is 
artificial, being not only a struggle with our 
neighber but a struggie with ourselves; and 
in this conflict, so great is the dissimula- 
tion practiced and the reserve maintained, 
that no man knows his neighbor and searcely 


knows himself; whereas in the country each 


knows the other in spite of the small 
dissimulations which even husbandmen 
may practice. These dissimulations, how- 
ever, are so natural that they do not 
amount to concealments, and do not in- 
volve conflict, nor are they at variance with 
absolute repose. Restis the highest good, 
and that rest is found at its maximum in the 
country, and shows itself in the country

There is no rest in the city, for rest in the 
midst of a continual struggle would imply 
defeat. Under such conditions the city face 
cannot maintain its natural contours. The 
reserve of the individual shows itself in the 
reserve of the face, and it is just as marked 
in woman as in man, and It is just as difficult 
to read in the one asin the other the inner 
person from the physical signs of expression 
in the face.

THE RAILROADS. 


Cutting Passenger Rates All Along 
the Line. 


A First-Class Ticket to Kansas City 
for Fifty Cents. 


The Managers Scared Lest There May Be a 
Freight War. 


WAR TO THE KNIFE. 

The war on passenger rates between the Wa- 
bash and the other roads leading to St. Louis and 
Kansas City is assuming unprecedented propor- 
tions, and the indications now are that within 
twenty-four hours nearly every road between 
the Missouri River and the Eastern seaboard 
will have become involved in the terrific contest. 
Never before did rates drop down to merel; 
nominal figures within a few days, nor were 
there such amounts of tickets disposed of. The 
excitement around the various ticket offices of 
the Western roads was immense all day yester- 
day. At the Wabash office the greatest excite- 
ment prevailed, as this road alone is selling un- 
limited tickets, which can be used by speculators. 
The limited tickets are of no use to speculators, 
as they have to be used immediately, and 
consequently are being bought by such people 
only as have immediate use forthem. When 
the ticket offices opened there was but little 
change im the Situuuon from the evening 
previous. Limited tickets to St. Louis were 

uoted at $2 by the Alton, [Lilinois Central, and 

abash; and limited tickets to Kansas City at 
$6. ‘The Alton and Llinois Centrai sold rebate 


wise the tickets would dave t 
up by parties who wanted to go to local 
points on those roads, where the rate is 
higher than $2. The Wabash, however, took 
no such precaution, but charged 82 
to St, Louis without inquiring or caring to what 
point on its line the ticket was to be used. 

The Wabash continues to sell unlimited tick- 
ots to St. Louis for $5 and to Kansas City for $7, 
and, of course, most of the business was done in 
this classof tickets. Tne office was crowded 
from morning till night with speculators who 
thought they could strike a bonanza by invest- 
ing their surplus cashin such tickets. Alto- 
gether the Wabash soid during yesterday about 
$50,000 worth of unlimited tickets, against about 
$10,000 worth the day before. While during Fri- 
day most of the tickets sold were for St. Louis, 
the majority of those sold yesterday were Kan- 
aas City tickets. 

At about noon the Aiton hung out a sign an- 
nouncing that it would sell tickets from Chicago 
to the following points at the following largely- 
reduced rates: Peoria, $2; Peoria and return 
$4; Decatur, $3; Hannibal, $4; Quincy, $4: and 
Taylorsvilie, 36. This announcement caused 
intense excitement among the officials of the 
Burlington and Rock Island Roads, as these 
— are considered their territory. The uro 

atter roads bad thus far kept out of the fight 
and remained neutral, as but one of their poin 
Kansas City, had before then become affect 
by the war. The Alton evidently took the ac- 
tion it did in order to force the Buriing- 
Rock Island in we fgdt, 
not considering it 
these roads which bave more at stake 
from the Wabash’s competition, should let it 
bear the bruat of this battie alone. If such was 
the intention of the Alton, it certainly succeed- 
ed beyond its most saaguine .expectationa, for 
within an nours time the Burlington and Rock 
Island hung out banners bearing the strange 
device. “Tickets from Chicago to Kansas City 
only 50 cents. Soon crowds surrounded and 
filted the offices of these roads and discussed the 
strunge occurrence, and many decided to take 
advantage of the low rate and go to Kansas City. 
Of course, these tickets couid not be bought u 
by speculators, as they were limited, and the full 
rate, $14.80, was charged, but a rebate order was 
given with them for $14.30, to be coliected upon 
arrival at Kansas City. This precaution had to 
be taken, or else the tickets could have been 
used to all points on the lines of these roads. 

As soon as this action bad been taken by those 
roads, a TRripung representative walked into 
the Wabash office and demanded à ticket to 
Kansas City and 50 cents cash. The astonished 
ticket agent wanted to know what this meant. 
He was shown a Wabash poster which announced 
Tickets sold by this line for $1 less than by any 
other route,” and also a circular of the Burling- 
ton stating that it sold tickets to Kansas City for 
50 cents. The ticket agent, however, could not 
see the point. The Wabash refused to meet the 
cut on Kansas City tickets, and after that it soid 
unlimited tickets to Kausas City for $6 and 
stopped the sale of iimited tickets, 

And stili another surprise wus created by the 
Aiton late in the afternoon by the announce 
ment that it would sell tickets from Kansas City 
to all the principal local points on the Wabash 
as far east as Toledo, and also to Cleveland and 
Indianapolis, at the same rates as charged by 
the Wabash from St. Louis. This action is likely 
to involve ali the lines leading east from St. 
Louis, and if it does the chances are that all 
other Eastern roads will foliow suit. 

What the outcome of all this will be is hard to 
tell, for the whole Western passenger business 
will remain unsettled for years to come, owing 
to the immense amount of unlimited tickets in 
the hands of speculators. Whatever the final 
result will be, this much is certain: The antici- 
pations of the speculators that the old rates 
would soon be restored again,and that then 
they would reaparich harvest from their in- 
vestment, will never be realized. The managers 
of ail the roads agree that they will not restore 
the old rates again until all the outstanding 
tickets have been redeemed, and it will take a 
couple of years to accomplish this. The intention 
of the Western managers now is to make the 
regular rate to St. Louis after the battle is over 
about $5, and to Kansas City $7 or $8. By doing 
this the speculators will not be able to seil their 
tickets at a profit, and they will be finally only 
too glad to have them redeemed by the 
companies for the amount paid for them.

FIRE RECORD. 


AT WYOMING, ILL. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Pont, III., Oct. 16.—A disastrous conflagra- 
tion occurred at Wyoming, Stark County, this 
morning, resulting in the total destruction of 
nine of the leading business houses. About 10 
o'clock smoke was seen issuing from the store 
building occupied by Mr. Stone as a clothing 
store, and the alarm was at once sounded; but, 
owing tothe strong wind which was biowing at 
the time, the whole block was burned up despite 
the exertions of the Fire Department. The 
bullding is located. in what is known 
as the New or West Town, and was 
im about the centro of the  »biook 
of nine frame store-rooms, all of which fell 
victims tothe fire fiend. The wind was blowing 
a perfect gale at the time, and in an hour the 
entire block was reduced to a heap of smoking 
ashes. 

The stores were occupied and owned as fol- 
lows: Building owned by W. J. Bond, and occu- 
pied by McCorkle Brothers as a harness store. 
Their stock was almost wholly saved. One occu- 
pied and owned by Mr. A. C. Redding, furniture 
dealer, was slightly damaged. One owned 
by A. J. Sheets, in which a restaurant 
was run by Mr. Fargo, was a total 
loss save a small quantity of stock. Then came 
the building occupied by Lypers Bros. as a 
grocery and drug store. The gentlemen carried 
at this time about $2,000 worth of stock, a large 
portion of which was saved. Next a building 
owned by John Green, occupied by Mr. Booth as 
a restaurant. There was some insurance on the 
building. 

Holgate occupied and owned the corner build- 
ing. it was the Bank of North Tone. 
and Mr. Holgate not saved his pa- 
pers from the safe would have been 
a very 


serious loss ndeed. “As _ it 
was he only loses in the neighborhood of $1,000 
There was very little insurance on any of the 
buildings, the loss will be an almost total 
one for the property-owners. It is a difficult 
matter to estimate the dam done, but it is 
supposed that it will amount to between $40,000 
and $50,000 on building stock. There were 
cribs with 20,000 bushels of corn stored therein, 
and valuable lumber-yards immediately across 
from the burnin idings, but through 
the exertions of the people y were 
saved.

The question was mooted 1,500 years ago, and 
recent utterances give it afresh interest. Treat- 
ing the subject bistorically, though not exhaust- 
ively, we offer the following outline of facts and 
opinions: 

I. Citations previous to A. D. 350, Lrenmus, 
Bishop of Lyons, 177-202, quoted the whole 
of verse 19 as written by Mark at the 
end (in nem) of his Gospel.” The canonicity of 
the entire passage is supported by Hippolytus, 
Dionysius of Alexandria, and Athanasius. 
Verses 15 and 18 are quoted in full, 
as sayings of Obrist, although no writer is 
named, in the Apocryphal Gospel of Nicodemus 
which may have been written in the third cent- 


Christ’s words, in the same book. This verse is 
quoted in the so-called Apostolic Constitutions 
(perhaps before 325), and verse 17 is 
quoted on another page of the same docu- 
ment, as sayings of the Lord. We have a 
right to infer that these verses were quotations 
from the Gospel of Mark. 

II. Earliest versions. The passage is con- 
tained in the Peshito (begun “ perhaps within 
the Apostolic age,“ says Wescott), the oid Latin, 
the Coptic, and, says Stier, “all the oid ver- 
sions.""
